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CITY OF BOYNE CITY COMMISSION MEETING, MARCH 23, 2021 


New bike path from Boyne City to 


Boyne Falls name Boyne Valley Trailway 
City hall still not open to public

BOYNE CITY- The meeting 
would start off with approv- 
ing the consent agenda, 
which included approval of 
the name of the new bike 
path from Boyne City to 
Boyne Falls. The trail will 
now be named the Boyne 
Valley Trailway. The com- 
mission would then address 
correspondence received 
from two different residents, 
Cindy Banner and Jacque- 
line Swift. The commission 
would mention that you can 
find the correspondence in 
the agenda packet but would 
not address the comments in 
the meeting. 

Next, up in the meeting 
was City Manager Michael 
Cain giving an update with 
his City Manager report. 
Cain would tell the commis- 
sion that the survey had 
been complete on the North 
Lake Street Bridge and it 
confirmed that the majority 
of the damage was due to 
erosion and is most signifi- 
cant on the west face of the 
bridge armor stone and side- 
walk. He would also mention 
that the Airport Trailhead 
Rest Room project has taken 
place over the past week. The 
demolition at the River 
Mouth Rest Room is com- 
plete and permits were is- 
sued. Cain would then give 
an update on COVID-19 on 
the area stating that cases 
have risen and emphasized 
that the vaccine is proven to 
have great success. 

Cain would go on to say 


that City Hall is closed but 
that if work cannot be con- 
ducted over the phone, then 
they could make other 
arrangements to make sure 
their issue gets handled. This 
would confuse some of the 
Commission members, as to 
them it sounded very similar 
to being open by appoint- 
ment only but without really 
calling it such. 

The first thing of new busi- 
ness was to approve the rec- 
ommendation of the 
proposed Purchase Agree- 
ment with Jervis B. Webb - 
Daifuku in the amount of 
$332,641 for half of the 40 
acres that was available that 
the city had purchased in 
Boyne Valley Township. 
Jervis B. Webb - Daifuku 
plans to build its new facility 
on this space which will com- 
bine its Harbor Springs and 
Boyne City locations into 
this new plant. 

The next issue would be to 
approve the proposed 425 
agreement with Boyne Val- 
ley Township about the 40- 
acre property. The 
Commission had held a pub- 
lic hearing on the property 
on February 9 and now 
moved on to the next steps. 
The agreement would allow 
the City to have legal rights 
to operate and function on 
the property as if it were 
part of the City. This allows 
the City to be able to provide 
services such as streets, 
water, sewer, storm sewer, 
police, fire and EMS and any 
other service needed. 

The next issue on the 
agenda would partner with 


the 425 agreement. This 
would be to schedule a sec- 
ond reading of the proposed 
zoning map for the property. 
This would be approved and 
schedule for the April 27, 
2021 meeting at seven 0’- 
clock. With having the 
amendment being read dur- 
ing this time, the meeting 
time will be adjusted from 
noon to seven o’clock. 

The Commission would 
then go on to approve a 
three-year contract with The 
Happy Northerner, LLC of 
Boyne City for an amount 
not to exceed $109,557 for 
year number one for janitor- 
jal services. In years two and 
three, the amount will in- 
crease by three percent. The 
contract will include clean- 
ing for the following build- 
ings: City Hall (except the 
police department), Airport, 
Public Works department 
building and 10 different 
park restrooms. 

The Commission would 
then approve the recommen- 
dation to move forward with 
the MDNR Waterways grant 
application in the amount of 
$500,000. The Commission 
had approved the City to 
move forward with the same 
grant before the pandemic 
hit in 2020. If approved, the 
grant would be used to help 
with renovation and some 
expansion of the current ma- 
rina facilities. This would be 
phase two of the current 
project. The cost of the proj- 
ect would be $1.5 million, so 
the grant it would reduce the 
cost to around $1 million. 
The application for the grant 


is due on April 1. 

The final issue was to ap- 
prove the purchase of the 
Stryker’s Power Load System 
for an ambulance in the 
amount not to exceed 
$29,748.67. The unit will come 
out of the ambulance, grab 
the stretcher and lift the pa- 
tient and stretcher up and 
load them into the ambu- 
lance. This helps minimize 
back injuries on the staff as 
the stretchers weigh about 
175 pounds plus adding the 
weight of someone on the 
stretcher. The unit became 
standard equipment in am- 
bulances a year after pur- 
chasing an ambulance. The 
unit helps protect the patient 
and locks them in if the am- 
bulance were ever in an acci- 
dent. 

At the end of the meeting, 
two Commissioners would 
issue some final thoughts. 
City Commissioner Solomon 
would thank Cain, City Clerk 
/ Treasurer Kennedy and the 
rest of the team for sitting 
through the nine-hour long 
budget meeting. 

Meanwhile, City Commis- 
sioner Conklin would men- 
tion his disappointment that 
City Hall has not opened and 
the perception that is giving 
to the community. He men- 
tioned that is seems like a 
fight that isn’t worth fight- 
ing. 

The next City Commission 
meeting will be held on Tues- 
day, April 13 at seven o’clock 
on Zoom.

Covid-19 Vaccines avail- 
able to Charlevoix County 
homebound residents 


The Health Department 
and EMS services in 
Charlevoix County have 
begun offering Covid-19 vac- 
cinations to the homebound 
population in Charlevoix 
County. 

This service is intended 
only for individuals unable 
to travel to an established 
vaccine location—the Office 
of Emergency Management 
schedules appointments for 
home visits. The Johnson & 
Johnson single-dose vacci- 
nation shots will be given 
during these visits. 

Please note that EMS 
paramedics will not show 
up at your residence in an 
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birth or other personal in- 
formation; however, you can 
list your phone number or 
email address. In addition, 
anyone with barriers to in- 
ternet access or other con- 
straints such as 
transportation can call 2-1- 
1, the Aging Hotline at 231- 
715-5557, or their local 
Commission on Aging or 
Senior Center. 

The health department 
emphasizes the three vac- 
cines on the market — Pfizer, 
Moderna and Johnson and 
Johnson (Janssen) - are all 
safe and effective. To view 
an infographic showing how 
the COVID-19 vaccines were 
developed, tested on thou- 
sands of individuals, and 
eventually manufactured 
and released to the general 
public, click here. Anyone 
with specific questions 
about the vaccine and their 
health status is encouraged 
to talk to their health care 
provider.

WHAT ARE THE GUIDE-

Foremost, speak to your 
health care provider about 
your personal health sta- 
tus. According to the Soci- 
ety of Breast Imaging 
(SBD), all vaccines can re- 
sult in temporary lym- 
phadenopathy 
(swollen/enlarged lymph 
nodes); however, reports in- 
dicate higher rates of axil- 
lary and cervical 
lymphadenopathy follow- 
ing Moderna COVID-19 vac- 
cination (11% after 1st dose, 
16% after 2nd dose) with 
lesser numbers reported 
following Pfizer COVID-19 
vaccination. SBI recom- 
mends: 

¢ Do not delay any diag- 
nostic imaging regardless 
of COVID-19 vaccination 
status. 

¢ When possible, sched- 
ule screening mammogra- 
phy before the first dose or 
4-6 weeks after the second 
dose of COVID-19 vaccine. 
However, do not delay 
screening mammogram if
